Mr Derek Heathcoat-Amory, now Minister of State at the 
Board of Trade, to become Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
in suecession to Sir Thomas Dugdale, who resigned last week. 

Mr John Archibald Boyd-Carpenter, Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, to become Minister of Transport and Civil Aviation, 
in succession to Mr Lennox-Boyd, 

Mr Austin Richard William Low, now Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Supply, to become Minister of State, Board of 


Trade. 


Mr Henry Brook, not previously in the government, to be- 
come Financial Seeretary to the Treasury; 

Sir Edward C. G. Boyle, Bart to become Parliamentary

LYTTELTON'S LETTER 

The Government published 
tonight an exchange of letters 
between Mr Lyttelton and the

Nazi-hating West German 


security chief, now in the Communist zone, declared 
in a recorded radio statement tonight that Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s policies were leading to 


a new war. 


Hé said the West Gernian policy of “unilateral 
co-operation with American militarisation and the 
revival of Nazism “would lead to war which would 
endanger the existence of Germany as a nation.” 


In his second broadcast since 
he crossed the frontier on Tucs- 
day last week, Dr John's voice 
sounded livelicr than in the re 
corded statement broadcast by 
East German radio Inst Friday. 

He gave no accvunt of his 
motive for leaving West Ger- 
many where he was hend of 
the "Office for the Protection of 
the Constitution” and said that 
the time for warnings was past 
and action was necded now. 

“During the pust few cays
